PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  /innuol  Report  of  the  Health  Department 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1954* 

An  examination  of  the  ensuing  pages  will  show  that  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  continues  to  give  cause  for  satisfaction.  Although  afflicted 
with  minor  ailments,  in  common  with  other  parts  of  the  country,  the  Rural 
District  has  not  been  subjected  to  any  outbreak  of  serious  infectious  disease 
The  number  of  registered  deaths  increased  slightly  from  135  in  1953  to 
143  in  1954*  This  latter  figure  is  still  16  fewer  than  in  1951.  The 
principal  causes  of  death  remain  the  same  as  for  the  United  Kingdom  generally 
Heart  disease  accounted  for  52  deaths,  cancer  in  its  various  forms  for  24 
deaths  whilst  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  (strokes)  claimed  20 
victims. 

The  number  of  registered  live  births  was  135  - nn  increase  of  4 over 
the  previous  year.  Six  of  these  were  illegitimate  as  compared  with  eleven 
in  1953,  Six  still  births  were  registered  - five  more  than  in  1953*  No 
mother  died  as  a result  of  childbirth. 

Only  seven  infectious  diseases  were  registered  during  the  year.  Two 
elderly  persons  in  the  Synod  Inn  area  contracted  dysentery.  Prior  to  the 
illness  they  had  received  visitors  from  outside  the  area  who  were  suffering 
from  diarrhoea.  It  is  probable,  therefore,  that  the  infection  was  acquired 
f rom  the  visitors.  No  further  cases  occurred  in  the  area  and  all  the 
bacteriological  examinations  of  articles  of  food  and  of  contacts  proved 
negative.

Two  fewer  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1954  than  in  1953* 

The  result  of  the  mass  radiography  survey  is  given  in  detail  later  in  the 
Report. 

The  Council  commenced  work  on  the  Ffynnon  Rhya  water  scheme  which  is  to 
supply  parts  of  the  district  where  the  need  is  great. 

Once  the  needs  of  the  inhabitants  for  water  has  been  adequately  met, 
the  Council  will  turn  its  attention  towards  the  provision  of  sewerage  schemes 
many  of  which  are  already  in  the  blueprint  stage. 

The  grossly  overcrowded  conditions  under  which  members  of  the  Council 
hold  their  meetings  at  Aberaeron  and  Lampeter  cannot  escape  comment.  In  its 
present  state  the  meeting  places  can  best  be  described  as  miniature  ’*Black 
Holes  of  Calcutta”,  If  the  room  used  at  ilberaeron  for  the  Council  meeting 
were  one  coming  under  the  control  of  the  Factories  Act,  the  maximum  number 
of  persons  allowed  to  use  the  room  would  be  eight.  The  average  number  of 
members,  officers  and  press  representatives  at  each  meeting  is  thirty  five. 

No  wonder  that  many  of  those  who  attend  suffer  regularly  from  headaches  and 
smarting  eyes  - the  result  of  insufficient  ventilation  and  gross  overcrowding 
The  Council  should  make  a further  approach  to  the  Minister  to  authorise  the 
erection  of  a proper  Council  chamber  at  the  Council  offices.  As  a sanitary 
authority  the  Council  is  expected  tb  enforce  provisions  for  the  proper 
ventilation  of  premises.  It  is  only  logical,  therefore,  that  it  should 
start  by  putting  its  own  house  in  order, 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  department’s  work  will  bo  found  in  the

These  are  essentially  the  same  as  in  1953«  They  are  as  follows 

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  hold  in  the  area.  Expectant 
mothers  receive  advice  from  their  own  medical  practitioners, 

(b)  Infant  welfare  clinics  are  held  fortnightly  at  Aberaeron,  Lampeter 
and  New  Quay. 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district 
nurses  who  are  also  State  Registered  Nurses, 

(d)  The  health  visitors  who  cover  the  area  are  stationed  at  Cross  Inn, 
Lampeter,  Llandyssul  and  New  Quay, 

(e)  The  area  is  covered  by  district  nurses  stationed  at  Aberayron,  Cross 
Inn,  Lampeter  (2),  Llanarth,  Llanrhystyd,  Llanwenog,  Felinfach, 

New  Quay  and  Pennant, 

(f)  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  personas  own  medical  attendant  but 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the  former  and 
portly  by  medical  officers  of  the  local  health  authority, 

(g)  No  ambulance  is  stationed  in  the  area  of  the  local  authority.  The 
Rural  District  is  served  by  ambulances  stationed  at  Lampeter  and 
New  Quay  and  Abe^yst\^/ytho 

(h)  Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  consist  in  periodic  tallcs 
and  advice  given  by  the  staff  of  the  local  health  authority.

Only  in  one  case  was  it  necessary  to  apply  to  a magistrate  for  an  order 
under  the  above  enactments.  The  case  was  that  of  a lady  from  Llanon  in  her 
late  eighties.  It  was  brought  to  my  attention  by  the  District  Welfare  Officer 
and  by  the  lady*s  own  doctor.  The  old  lady  lived  alone  and,  although  she  had 
a niece  living  close  by,  she  refused  to  allow  her  to  care  for  her.  The  old 
lady  suffered  from  delusions,  for  she  would  not  eat  or  drink  anything  which  had 
been  touched  by  her  relatives.  She  alleged  that  by  so  doing  they  were 
poisoning  her.  She  would  throw  away  the  water  brought  to  her  and  go  out  of  the 
house  after  midnight  to  fetch  fresh  water  from  a standpipe.  She  refused  to 
stay  in  bed  when  ill  and  insisted  upon  sitting  up  in  front  of  a fire  made  only 
of  paper.  This  meant  that  the  fire  was  constantly  relit  and,  in  view  of  her 
physical  infirmity,  the  danger  of  her  catching  fire  could  not  be  overlooked. 
Persuasion  by  the  relatives,  her  own  doctor,  the  district  welfare  officer,  the 
lady  magistrate  and  myself  all  failed  to  make  her  agree  to  have  somebody  in  the 
house  to  look  after  her.  In  the  circumstances  it  was  reluctantly  decided  to 
have  her  removed  to  a Welfare  Home  where  she  died  some  time  later. 

The  magistrate  granted  the  order  for  a period  not  exceeding  three  weeks 
and  no  renewal  was  applied  for.

I have  the  henour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1954* 

1.  Drad-na^^e  an.d  Sewerage 

During  1954  fourteen  applications  were  granted  for  conversions  from 
the  conservancy  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

The  acquiring  of  a Cesspool  Emptier  by  the  Council  in  1954  was  a 
progressive  step  for  which  they  are  to  be  highly  commended.  The  urgency 
for  the  provision  of  such  a vehicle  had  become  acute  due  to  the  ever- 
increasing  sewage  disposal  plants  which  had  to  be  maintained.  Work  which 
foiTierly  was  disagreeable  and  difficult  could  henceforward  be  dealt  with 
expeditiously  with  the  least  discomfort. 

Between  June  and  December  of  1954  the  Emptier  was  engaged  in  work  at 
Council  Housing  Estates  and  private  properties  which  involved  the  removal 
and  disposal  of  approximately  35 >000  gallons  of  sludge.  The  total  receipts 
in  respect  of  private  properties  for  this  period  was  £80,  15,  0, 

2,  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  scheme  is  working  quite  satisfactorily  although  the  aim  should  be 
the  collection  of  rubbish  once  weekly  at  all  premises  which  are  reasonably 
accessiblOo 

The  Council* s lorry  is  not  of  the  type  which  is  suitable  for  the 
collection  of  refuse  and  should  be  replaced  by  a properly  designed  vehicle,

6.  Water  Supply 

A start  was  made  on  the  Ffynnonrhys  Water  Supply  Scheme  in  1954  with 
every  prospect  of  a commencement  early  in  1955  on  the  Plwmp  and  Synod  Inn 
Scheme. 

Applications  for  connecting  premises  to  Council  mains  which  wore 
granted  totalled  ninety-six  and  eighty-four  wore  connected. 

Two  hundred  and  forty  samples  were  taken  from  private  and  mains 
supplies  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.
